A gas station attendant 
said ' now we know where we 
stand ' He said he hud taken Is¬ 
raeli citizenship recently but re 
nounrnl it under pressure from 
village elders. "Now I'll become 
Israeli for good." he said. 

Micky Rottenzwelg, who Imml 
grated from Hamilton, Ontario, 
nine years ago to the kibbutz of 
Morom Hagolan, said: "Be reulistir 
We've got this piece of land that's 
water poor and full of stones but 
we've shed too much blood to let H 
go.
